Final  ASBYU  elections  will  be  held  today  and  tomorrow  from  8 a.m.  to  6 p.m.  Ten 
voting  booths  will  be  located  in  the  ELWC  Reception  Center  for  the  final  balloting. 

Quad  projects  will  be  manned  today  and  tomorrow,  weather  permitting. 

Heading  the  ASBYU  ticket  are  presidential  hopefuls  Leonard  Menka  running  with  Bob 
Angle  and  Reed  Wilcox  running  with  Joel  Peterson.  For  other  candidates,  see  pages  2 and 

In  the  first  ASBYU  primary  elections  this  year,  16  per  cent  of  the  BYU  student  body 
cast  their  ballots,  while  23  per  cent  voted  during  the  second  primary  election. 

Recent  student  body  elections  at  Utah  State  University  indicated  that  42  per  cent  of 
the  7,800  students  voted.  Richard  White,  the  winning  presidential  candidate  received  56 
per  cent  of  the  votes. 

University  of  Utah  reported  that  27  per  cent  of  its  some  20,000  students  cast  ballots 
during  their  recent  student  body  elections.  The  write-in  presidential  candidate,  Grover 
Thomson,  received  43  per  cent  of  the  votes. 

Weber  State  spring  elections  brought  19  per  cent  of  the  10,700  students  to  the  polls. 
Dan  Hunter,  newly  elected  student  body  president  collected  51  per  cent  of  the  votes  cast. 

The  1970  ASBYU  elections  indicated  that  30  per  cent  of  the  student  body  voted  last 
year,  with  Brian  Walton  receiving  1 1 per  cent  of  the  votes. 

In  past  years  at  BYU,  the  record  voter  turnout  was  41  per  cent  of  the  student  body 
casting  ballots  in  the  1967  election  with  the  winning  presidential  candidate  receiving  31 
per  cent  of  the  votes.

‘Fantastic  fifty’ 


Rumor  validity  disclaimed 


Dean  of  Students  J.  Elliot  Cameron 
disclaimed  the  validity  of  a rumor— fanned 
by  the  mass  media— that  50  students  have 
been  suspended  from  school  as  a result  of 
President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson’s  recent 
tightening  up  on  dress  standards. 

“We  don’t  release  figures  with  respect  to 
suspensions  and  expulsions,”  said 
Cameron. 

In  the  meantime,  comments  on  dress 
standards  continued  to  hum  across  campus 
one  week  after  President  Wilkinson 
declared  that  “hereafter  there  will  be  no 


warning  given  to  those  who  violate  these 
standards.” 

Terrell  E.  Hunt,  chairman  of  the  ASBYU 
President’s  Commission  on  Student  Affairs, 
claimed  the  new  policy  “threatens”  the 
standards  of  “Judicial  ‘due  process’  ” and 
offered  the  commission’s  assistance  “to 
any  student  confronted  by  the  University 
as  a result  of  their  new  policy.” 

‘‘If  students  are  dismissed  without 
warning,  without  a hearing,  without  the 
opportunity  to  confront  witness  or  prepare 
a defense  and  without  an  appeal,”  said 
Hunt  in  a statement  yesterday,  “one  can

only  conclude  that  this  University  has 
succumbed  to  the  dangerous  temptation  to 
substitute  coersion  for  persuasion.” 

Dean  Cameron  reported  that  “appeals 
are  part  of  the  regular  procedure  with  the 
Standards  Office.  Any  individual  called 
into  Standard’s  Office  involving  suspension 
or  expulsion  action  has  an  opportunity  for 
appeal.” 

Gary  Carver,  who  is  responsible  for  the 
Standards  Office,  confirmed  the  existence 
of  the  Appeals  Committee  consisting  of 
three  faculty  and  two  students. 

Carver  emphasized  that  the  three  step 
‘‘warning,  probabion,  and  suspension” 
process  “has  never  been  a mandatory  part 
of  the  dress  code.”  He  added,  however, 
that  “due  process”  is  still  in  effect  in 
handling  cases. 

Student  reaction  to  President  Wilkinson’s 
statement  was  perhaps  most  apparent  in 
the  Wilkinson  Center  barbershop. 

Owner  of  the  barbershop,  Gary  Dayton, 
reported  a big  increase  in  business  since  the 
President’s  announcement. 

“Most  of  the  boys  with  real  long  hair 
said  they  would  have  complied  with  the 
standards  long  ago  because  they  knew  the 
rule  was  there,  but  since  it  wasn’t  enforced, 
they  did’t  want  to  live  it,”  Dayton  said. 
Dayton  added  that  enforcement  is  needed 
or  “it’ll  be  just  another  idle  threat  and 
things  will  be  worse  next  year.” 

Former  long-haired  freshman  Alan 
Pearson  of  Shelley,  Idaho  doesn’t  agree 
with  the  dress  standards  but  said  he  cut  his 
hair  because  “I  didn’t  want  to  get  kicked 
out  of  school  with  only  a few  weeks  left.” 

Sophomore  Mike  Root  felt  President 
Wilkinson  was  “Right  down  the  line  of  his 
policy  and  I “apreciate  his  enforcing  the 
standards.”  Root’s  philosophy  is  that  is  is  a 
matter  of  “sacrificing  something  you  want 
for  something  greater.”  He  said,  however, 
that  he  couldn’t  turn  anyone  in  for 
violating  dress  standards.

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Nixon  rejects  cry  of  doom  and  despm 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - 
President  Nixon  urged  Americans 
Monday  to  reject  cries  of  doom 
and  despair  and  not  lose 
confidence  in  the  nation’s  ability 
to  advance  the  welfare  of 
mankind. 

“In  dealing  with  the  future  of 
this  country,”  he  told  the  59th 
annual  meeting  of  the  U.S. 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  “if  you 
want  to  be  a realist,  you  have  to 
be  an  optimist.” 

Speaking  out  in  the  midst  of 
two  weeks  of  antiwar  protests, 
Nixon  said  that  now,  as  in  other 
times  in  the  past,  the  confidence 
of  Americans,  is  under  attack  by 
those  who  feel  a “sense  of  dispair 
is  on  the  rise  and  hope  is  fading.” 


Let  China  in 


says  report 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - A 
presidential  commission 
recommended  yesterday  that 
Communist  China  join  Nationalist 
China  as  a member  of  the  United 
Nations  and  that  future 
consideration  be  given  to  the 
admission  of  the  divided 
Germanies,  Koreas  and  Vietnams. 

The  commission,  headed  by 
former  Ambassador  Henry  Cabot 
Lodge,  conceded  it  might  be 
“awkward  and  discordant”  to 
grant  U.N.  status  to  Red  China. 
But  it  said  “there  is  more  hope  for 
peace  in  its  interaction  in  the 
organization  than  its  continued 
isolation  from  the  United  Nations 
and  the  United  States. 

The  report  conflicted  with  the 
• long-standing  U.S.  policy  of 
opposjng'adniission  of  the  Peking 
government  to  the  United 
Nations.  But  the  White  House  said 
Monday  that  this  policy  has  been 
under  review  for  several  months 
by  the  State  and  Defense 
departments  and  the  National 
Security  Council. 

On  a broader  note,  the 
commission  said  a policy  of  freer 
admissions  should  be  applied  later 
to  other  divided  nations— such  as 
East  and  West  Germany,  North 
and  South  Korea  and  North  and 
South  Vietnam. 

It  said,  however,  that  admission 
for  these  nations— particularly  the 
Germanies  — should  not  be 
recommended  at  a time  when  it 
would  endanger  reunification  of 
the  divided  states. 

The  commission,  named  by 
President  Nixon  last  July  to 
recommend  ways  of  making  the 
United  Nations  more  responsive 
to  the  changing  world,  took  the 
view  that  all  governments  that 
unquestionably  govern  specific 
areas  should  be  considered 
potential  U.N.  members-even 
though  they  do  not  control  all  the 
area  they  claim  to  govern. 


“We  are  told  that  the  American 
people  have  grown  too  weary  of 
bearing  their  share  of 
responsibility  for  keeping  peace 
and  supporting  freedom  around 
the  world,”  the  President  said. 

“We  are  told  that  the  free 
enterprise  system,  which  has  made 
possible  not  only  our  standard  of 
living  but  our  standard  of  living 
but  our  standard  of  giving,  should 
be  dismantled  and  replaced  by  a 
system  of  bureaucratic  controls.” 

Nixon  said  such  attacks  gain 
credence  “because  there  are 


plenty  of  wrongs  to  be  righted  in 
our  society,”  but  that  Americans 
“shall  never  make  the  changes 
that  are  needed  by  throwing  out 
our  principles,  throwing  away  our 
heritage  or  throwing  up  our 
hands.” 

“ . . . The  confident  American 
knows  just  as  much  about  what 
must  be  changed  and  improved  as 
the  fearful  American,”  Nixon 
said.  “The  difference  is  this:  The 
confident  American  will  go  out 
and  do  something  constructive 
about  it.”

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BYIJ  researchers  fight  against  cancer

There  are  four  persons  in  a 
room.  One  of  the  four  will  catch 
cancer  in  his  lifetime.  He  has  a 
one-in-three  chance  of  being  cured 
depending  on  the  type  of  cancer 
he  has. 

Cancer  is  the  second  largest 
killer  in  the  United  States  after 
heart  disease.  According  to  the 
Department  of  Health,  Education 
and  Welfare,  in  1969  there  were 
1,928,530  deaths  in  the  United 
States.  Of  these  325,220  were 
because  of  cancer;  739,510 
resulted  from  heart  disease. 

The  American  Cancer  Society 
has  predicted  that  in  1971 

335.000  Americans  will  die  of 
cancer.  Of  these  106,000  might 
have  been  saved  by  earlier  and 
better  treatment. 

About  212,000  Americans  will 
be  saved  from  cancer. 

Half  of  those  who  get  cancer 
could  and  should  be  saved-by 
early  diagnosis  and  prompt 
treatment,”  states  a Society 
brochure.  “Thus,  the  immediate 
goal  of  cancer  control  in  this 
country  is  the  annual  saving  of 

318.000  lives,  or  half  those  who 
develop  cancer  each  year.” 

T o promote  earlier  diagnosis, 
the  American  Cancer  Society 
cautions  people  to  “know  cancer’s 
seven  warning  signals.” 

The  warning  signals  are;  a 
change  in  bowel  or  bladder  habits; 
a sore  that  does  not  heal;  unusual 
bleeding  or  discharge;  a thickening 
or  a lump  in  the  breast  or 
elsewhere;  indigestion  or 
difficulty  in  swallowing;  an 


obvious  change  in  a wart  or  mole; 
and  a nagging  cough  or 
hoarseness. 

This  year  cancer  will  take  the 
lives  of  approximately  4,000 
children  under  the  age  of  15. 
Almost  half  of  them  will  die  of 
leukemia,  which  takes 
three-out-of-four  of  its  victims. 
More  school  children  will  die  of 
cancer  than  from  any  other 
disease. 

The  American  Cancer  Society 
campaigns  annually  for  funds  to 
promote  research  to  find  cures  for 
cancer.  This  year  the  Utah 
Division  aims  at  raising  $220,000, 
$24,000  dollars  of  which  will 
come  from  Utah  County. 

The  funds  raised  in  Utah,  says 
Curtis  McMuUin,  a Cancer  Society 
field  representative,  will  go  to  the 
Society’s  national  headquarters. 
About  $460,000  will  return  to 
Utah  to  organizations  and  people 
doing  research. 

‘‘In  the  last  five  years  one 
million  dollars  has  gone  to  BYU,” 
he  said. 

For  the  past  four  years  Dr.  John 
Mangum  of  the  BYU  Chemistry 
Dept,  has  been  doing  research  on 
cancer  in  a joint  project  with  Dr. 
James  North  in  Microbiology. 
Mangum  has  been  working  with 
grants  from  the  American  Cancer 
Society;  North  with  grants  from 
the  National  Cancer  Institute,  a 
government  sponsored  agency. 

“Our  research  involves  a 
comparative  'study  of  several  key 
enzymes  in  normal  cells,  tumor 
(cancerous)  cells,  and  virus 
infected  cells,”  Mangum  said. 
“The  primary  concern  is  to  see  if 
there  are  any  alterations  with 


these  enzymes  when  cancerous  or 
infected.” 

‘Our  studies  are  providing 
additional  insight  into  the 
metabolic  transformation  that 
occurs  when  the  cell  does  become 
cancerous.  Hopefully  the 
information  gained  from  these 
studies  combined  with  the 
findings  of  the  many  other  labs 
that  are  studying  cancer  will 
ultimately  lead  to  a method  of 
arresting  the  transformation 
process— a cure.” 

Dr.  North  grows  in  culture  the 
many  cell  types  that  are  needed  in 
the  research. 

The  American  Cancer  Society  is 
one  of  the  sponsors  of  the  BYU 
Tobacco  Education  Workshop, 
which  aims  at  informing  teachers 
and  other  persons  who  are 
interested  in  the  effects  of 
smoking  and  drug  abuse. 

Dr.  Ray  Watters,  the  director  of 
the  workshop,  said  that  smokers’ 
chances  of  dying  from  lung  cancer 
are  1,000  per  cent  greater  than 
non-smokers.  Only  one-in-ten 
victims  of  lung  cancer  is  cured.

WAC  tracksters 
among  areas  best 


Distance  runners,  weight  men 
and  pole  vaulters  have  made  the 
most  impact  on  Western  Athletic 
Conference  track  and  field  this 
season. 

One  conference  record  has 
already  been  torpedoed.  In  the 
three-mile  run,  Dave  Hindley 
legged  a 13:27.8  at  the  Texas 
Relays  recently  to  break  the 
previous  mark  of  13:29.7  by 
Tarry  Harrison  of  Colorado  State 
in  1969. 

BYU’s  Hindley  finished  third  in 
Saturday’s  dual  meet  against 
Texas-El  Paso  behind  Miner  John 
Bednarski  and  Cougar  freshman 
Richard  Reid.  Bednarski’s  time  of 
13:31.2  at  Austin  ranks  him  as 
the  fourth  fastest  three-miler  in 
league  history,  while  Reid’s 
13:35.7  in  the  same  meet  lists  him 
seventh. 

For  the  first  time  in  conference 
history,  there  are  four  60-foot 
shot  putters  and  three  are  from 
the  same  school,  only  the  third 
time  in  NCAA  annals  that  has 
occurred.  Fred  Benardi’s  64-1 
effort  puts  him  as  second  only  to 
Mike  Bianco,  BYU  weightman 
who  fired  64-7V'2  in  1966,  while 


teammate  Vince  Monari  ranks 
fourth  with  a 63-1 1^  effort.  Tied 
for  sixth  on  the  all-time  list  at 
60-feet  even  are  John  Birkelbach 
of  UTEP  and  Anders  Arrhenius  of 
BYU. 

New  Mexico’s  John  Worcester 
may  be  the  saddest  pole  vaulter  in 
conference  history.  His  best  vault 
this  year,  16-3,  would  rank  as  the 
conference  record  in  1965.  But  he 
rates  only  fifth  in  the  league  this 
year,  and  just  third  on  his  own 
team. 

Paul  Heglar  of  UTEP  has  a best 
of  17-1  to  lead  the  conference 
stats,  while  New  Mexico’s  Ingemar 
Nyman  has  gone  16-6,  teammate 
Jim  Lincoln  has  soared  16-4,  and 
UTEP  freshman  Bill  Curnow 
climbed  1 6-4  last  Saturday. 

Other  athletes  ranking  high  on 
the  all-time  list  after  solid 
performances  this  year  include 
New  Mexico’s  Tom  Ericson, 
second  in  the  880  with  a 1:48.8; 
UTEP’s  Scott  English,  second  by 
just  one-half  inch  in  the  high  jump 
with  a 7-2  lead,  and  BYU’s  Mike 
Louisiana,  second  in  the  discus 
with  a 195-1  effort  against  UTEP.

Cats  set  two  records

Two  BYU  weightmen  shattered 
a pair  of  field  records  in  one  of 
the  nation’s  oldest 
toumaments-but  it  still  wasn’t 
their  best  of  the  year. 

Raimo  Pihl  tossed  the  javelin 
255-3  feet  over  the  weekend  to 
snap  a 12-year-old  record  at  the 
Drake  Relays. 

And  teammate  Mike  Louisiana 
hurled  the  discuss  186-10  feet  for 
a meet  record  and  eight  feet  over 
his  nearest  competitor.. 

But  both  efforts  were  under 
their  best. 

Pihl  heaved  the  javelin  269-8 
feet  earlier  this  year  and  Louisiana 
has  hit  the  195  foot  mark  to  set 
BYU  records. 

Returning  to  the  site  of  his 
world  record  breaking  run  (48.8) 
of  last  years  NCAA  meet,  Ralph 
Mann  ran  away  with  the  440 
intermediate  hurdles  with  a 


comparatively  slow  time  of  50.9. 

The  mile  relay  quartet  of  Mark 
Low,  Paul  Hackett,  Mann  and 
Saimoni  Tamani  established  a new 
school  record  of  3:07.2  in  placing 
fifth  in  the  Drake  Relays. 

Distance  specialist,  Dave 
Hindley  ran  a fine  3-mile,  6-mile 
double.  On  Friday  Hindley  placed 
third  in  the  3-mile  with  a time  of 
(13:31.8)  and  returned  to  action 
Saturday  to  record  a personal  and 
school  best  performance  of 
(28:10.5)  in  the  6-mile. 

Hindley’s  freshmen  teammate, 
Richard  Reid  placed  fifth  in  the 
3-mile  turning  the  distance  in 
(13:46.4). 

Hxiidler  Dan  Redfearn  clocked  a 
personal  best  of  14.0  in  trials  of 
the  120  high  hurdles.

BYU’s 
Randy  Trane  picked  up  his  1 1th 
win  of  the  season  against  two 
losses  by  edging  Bruno  Taino  6-2, 
6-4.  Chris  DeGraff  also  picked  up 
his  11th  victory  with  an  easy  6-3, 
6-1  triumph  over  Des  Early.  Ernie 
Smith  rounded  out  the  Cougars 
sweep  in  the  singles  matches  with 
a 6-1,  6-4  verdict  over  Ed 
Mathews. 

In  doubles  competition 
Hennessey  teamed  with  Shires  to 
emerge  victorious  over 
McMillan-Moros  6-4,  6-4.

Of  the  second  place  finish  at 
Phoenix  Coach  Karl  Tucker  said, 
“We  are  a little  disappointed  at 
not  winning,  but  when  you  play 
the  caliber  of  competition  we  play 
it’s  hard  to  win  them  all.”

Dr.  Elmo  S.  Roundy,  coach  of  the  Dept,  of  Men’s  Physical  Education 
at  BYU,  arrived  here  in  1964  and  is  now  in  his  third  year  as  department 
chairman. 

“We  are  concerned  with  three  areas:  a service  program  for  students 
fulfilling  general  education  requirements,  an  undergraduate  professional 
education  program  for  those  interested  in  coaching  or  teaching  physical 
education,  and -a  new  doctorate  program  in  physical  education,”  stated 
Dr.  Roundy  in  commenting  about  his  department. 

“In  our  service  program,  classes  for  the  general  student  body,  we  have 
the  great  challenge  of  meeting  the  interests  of  the  students.  Although 
we  are  limited  in  facilities  and  even  teaching  skills  we  still  want  them  to 
take  courses  which  they  have  a great  interest  in,”  remarks  Roundy. 
“Our  grading  policy  involves  the  student’s  amount  of  skill  as  well  as  his 
knowledge  of  the  concepts  involved.  However,  many  of  our  faculty 
favor  skill  as  the  basis  for  grading.  There  has  been  some  discussion  of  a 
pass-fail  option  for  the  student  instead  of  actual  grading.” 

“This  will  help  us  by  giving  us  more  area,  especially  for  intramurals,” 
Dr.  Roundy  remarked  about  the  changes  which  the  activity  center  will 
bring  to  his  department.  “In  rennovating  the  fieldhouse,  we  hope  to 
add  new  basketball,  handball  and  vollyball  courts.  We  are  also  hoping  to 
put  in  an  astro-turf  covering  in  the  west  anex  for  such  sports  as  golf, 
flag  football  and  rugby.” 

“We  basically  hope  to  offer  to  the  student  two  objectives,”  stated 
Roundy.  First  is  related  to  physical  fitness.  We  try  to  give  the  student 
the  opportunity  to  become  physically  fit  and  to  learn  the  importance 
of  engaging  in  vigorous  activity  for  fitness  all  through  his  life.  Secondly, 
we  try  to  give  the  student  the  opportunity  to  learn  one  or  two  skills  as 
a source  of  enjoyment  and  leisure  time  throughout  his  life.  With  the 
increased  automation  in  our  lives  physical  education  has  a greater 
importance.  Using  vigorous  exercise  can  add  to  the  enjoyment  and 
effectiveness  with  which  a person  can  live  in  our  society.

Javits,  R-N.Y.,  to  limit 
intervention  of  U.S.  forces  in  an 
armed  conflict  overseas  to  30  days 
unless  both  houses  of  Congress 
authorize  it.  Two  former 
presidential  advisers-McGeorge 
Bundy  and  George 
Reedy-endorsed  the  Javits  plan. 

Reedy,  who  served  as  President 
Lyndon  B.  Johnson’s  press 
secretary,  said  the  stigma  attached 
to  the  impeachment  process  was 
so  “thoroughly  ingrained”  that  it 
would  be  impractical  to  expect 
Americans  to  regard  it  as 
commonplace. 

Fulbright  said  he  was  merely 
throwing  the  idea  out  for 
discussion  and  had  “never  thought 
of  it  before.” 


Anti-war  group 

Senate  debate  disrupted 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - A 
group  of  protestors  shouting 
“God  have  mercy  on  your  souls” 
interrupted  debate  on  the  Senate 
floor  yesterday  as  hundreds  of 
demonstrators  stepped  up  their 
campaign  on  Capitol  Hill  to  end 
the  Vietnam  War. 

The  incident,  on  the  first  day  of 
a planned  two-week  “People’s 
Lobby’’  occurred  while 
contingents  of  protestors  roamed 
the  halls  of  Congress  chanting  and 
weeping  or  pressing  their  demands 
at  House  and  Senate  offices. 

The  shift  to  more  aggressive 
tactics  brought  tight  police 
security  and  warning  from  leaders 
of  both  parties  that  any  violence 
or  disruption  of  government  could 
sour  the  impression  made  by 
participants  in  last  week’s 


peaceful  assemblies,  particularly 
the  throng  of  at  least  175,000 
that  rallied  in  the  capital 
Saturday. 

The  latest  activity  is  organized 
by  a group  under  the  direction  of 
Chicago  Seven  defendant  Rennie 
Davis  that  is  called  the.  People’s 
Coalition  for  Peace  and  Justice. 
It’s  avowed  goal  is  to  disrupt  the 
city  and  the  operation  of  the 
government. 

Earlier  in  the  day.  Senate 
Democratic  leader  Mike 
Mansfield,  Mont.,  and  acting  GOP 
leader  Robert  P.  Griffin,  Mich., 
agreed  that  the  protests  last  week 
by  Vietnam  veterans  and  other 
foes  of  the  war  should  have 
‘‘impact”  on  the  Nixon 
administration. 

But  Mansfield  said  the  more 


militant  actions  promised  by 
protestors  in  the  days  ahead 
“could  well  be  counterproduct- 
ive” and  Griffin  stressed  that  “we 
certainly  cannot  tolerate 
lawlessness”^ in  the  city.
